BUENOS Arres, Argentina, March 25.—New 
cause for trouble between Brazil and Argen- 
tina has been given in Porto Alegre, Rio 
Grande do Sul. A correspondent in Rio de 
Janeiro telegraphs that the Vice Consul of 
Argentina at Porto Alegre has been arrested 
and throwninto jail by order of Gov. Cas- 
tilho. It is believed that this incident will 
Cause asuspension of the diplomatic rela- 
tions between Argentina and Brazil, In view 
of the bad feeling which has for some time ex- 
isted between the twocountries war between 
them is not improbable. A correspondent 
in Artigas saysthe telegraph service from 
Rio Grande do Sul is interrupted and it is dif- 
neu to obtain news ot the war. It is ru- 
mored, however, that Gen. Sarivia has been 
‘Gefeated near Bage by the Government 
troops. Details of the reported battle have 
not been obtained. 

Atelegram from Buenos Ayres says itis 
expected that the new treaty between Ar 
gfentina and Chili will be confirmed and that 
Boundary Commissioner Vera Sorra will re- 
turn to Santiago on Saturday. Gen. Roca is 
said to be working in the Senate against the 
Government. 

The revolutionists in Catamarca, Argen- 
tina, were defeated in their first conflict 
withthe National Guard ofthat State and 
this wiil probably end the trouble. 


/ ‘ROSEBERRY TO MARRY PRINCESS MAUD. 

Loxvon, March 25.—A marriage of royalty 

1s deiag arranged for between Lord 
Roseberry and Princess Maud of Wales. 
She daf in the announcement is 
due more to the desire of the Prin- 
cess of Wales than to any obection ofthe 
Queen’s. Lord Roseberry by his first mar- 
riage had £20,000 settled upon him by the 
torhschilds, and his estates now fairly clear 
will bring another £26,000 or £30,000, beside 
his £5.000a year as Crown Minister. He is 4 
and the Princess not more than half that 
age. 
AN ALL-NIGHT SESSION.

A 
resolution was passed by a vote of 276 to 229 
that in future all members be paid for their 
services in Parliament.

Chatir- 
man Miller stood firm and withstood all 
the baiting of the opposition. Wm. Hanbury, 
Conservative for Preston, charged the Chair- 
man with faise rulings, and was met by Sir 
Wm. Harcourt with the statement: “This 
is deliberate and barefaced obstruction and I 
will fight you on it to-nicht.’’

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VENEZUELA’S DEBT. 


The United States’ Claims Have Not 
Been Paid as per Treaty. 


| DEFAULT CLAIMED ON OBLIGATIONS 
AMOUNTIZG TO A MILLION. 


Creditors Willing to Compromise on a 
Basis cf Actual Damazves—Srattie’s 
Cand dat» fir ths Treasurership Not 
Seokine the Cffce—A Million in Gold 
Cffored and Refused — Appointment 
Regulations. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.— Under the 
decisions of the commission appointed in 
pursuance of the treaties of 1885-88, Ven- 
ezuela was obligated to pay tothe United 
States the net sum of $824,301.66, in ten an- 
nual instalments, with interest payable sem!- 
annually. Venezuela is in default on one 
annual instalment of this award and two 


ayments of intérest. One of Minister 
"artridge’s instructions, it is said, was to do 
his utmost toward securing the money thus 
due the claimants who hold the certificates 
of the Claims Commission. The claim 
of the Venezuelan Steam Transportation Vo. 
for destruction of property in violation of 
contract by the Bianco Guzman Government 
twenty years ago does not fall under this 
award. Atreaty is pending providing for 
the reference of the questions of liability and 
damages toa commission, but inasmuch as 
the Venezuelan Congress will not meet until 
Feb. 20, 1894, the company has proposed to 
the Venezuelan Government, through the 
State Department, if it will agree to a direct 
settlement to abandon its claims for con- 
structive damages and ask pay only for 
actual damages sustained in the loss of prop- 
erty with interest, in all about $756,000. 


TREASURY APPOINTMENT REGULATIONS. 
WASHINGTON, March 25.—There are on file 
inthe Treasury Department nearly 100 ap- 
plications for appointments as chiefs of di- 
visions. So far no appointments in this class 


have been made. The latest Treasury De- 
partment regulations contain the following: 

Hereafter no person willbe appointed achief of a 
division in this department unless he shall have first 
satisfied a board of examiners of his fitness for 
that position; provided that the Chief of the Divis- 
fon of Appointments, the Chief of the Division of 
—— Agents, the Chief of the secret Service Di- 
vision and the Chief of the Mail Divi«ion may in the 
discretion of the Secretary be appointed at the 
proseut time without examination. The examina- 
tion for this purpose willbe pon-competitive and 
not technical, and shall be practical in its 
character, and so far as mer be it shal 
relate to those matters that will fairly test the 
capability and fitness of the person examined to 
discharg«e the duties of office to which he is ap- 
polated. The Board of Examiners for the examina- 
tion of such persons shall be constituted as fo!lows: 

The Assistant Secretary, in charge of appoint- 
ments, the Chief of the Bureau, in which such per- 
sen is to be appointed, or the Chief Clerk of the 
lhepartment, where such person is to be appoiated, 
Chief of Diviston in the Secretaw’s office and the 
Treasury i xaminer. 

United States special agents, too, have to 
undergo an examination before appoint- 
ments to determine thelr qualifications. The 
rule reads: 

Hereafter ne person shall be appointed a special 
agentofthe Treasury Department unless his iitness 
has been ascertained by sultabie tests. 

Those who apply for these positions will, 
therefore, be subjected to such an examina- 
tlon as may be necessary toascertain whether 
they are possessed of the requisite qualifica- 
tions. Appointments will be conferred pro- 
bationary six months with their employment 
forthe tuture to de dependent upon the fit- 
ness of the appointee for the work assigned 
him, The examination will be non-competi- 
tive and not technical. 

The Board of Examiners for the examina- 
tion of specialagents shall be constituted as 
follows: The Assistant Secretary, in charge 
of customs, the Chief of the Division of 
Special Agents and the Treasury Examiner. 


WANTS THE OFFICE TO SEEK HIM. 

SEATTLE, Wash., March 25.—E. O. Graves, 
President of the Washington National Bank, 
who was reported by afternoon dispatches 
yesterday to be the candidate for appoint- 
ment as Treasurer of the United States, was 
interviewed last nightas tothe truth of the 
report. He stated that he had received no 
private dispatches to corroborate the rumor 
and that he knew no wore about his possible 
appointiment than the dispatch stated. 

was, he said, connected with the 
Treasury Department fortwenty years, two 
of which I was Assistant Treasurer. Recently 
my old friendsin the department have writ- 
ten that they would like to see me appointed 
Treasurer of the United States. I have also 
received assurances that several prominent 
men would assist in my cancicacy. My reply 
was thatI would not be put into the light of 
a candidate. Whether I would accept ft it 
were offered tome is a question to answer 
when itis offered tome. My business inter- 
estsare such that I should nave to consider 
them in accepting. 

Mr. Graves is also President of the Seattle 
Chamber of Commerce. 


TWO MILLIONS WRONGFULLY DISBURSED. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 25.—The of- 
ficlals ofthe Pension Department have dis- 
covered that fully $2,000,000 have been wrong- 


fully paid out to pension claimants since the 
Phillips decision in 1876. The pensions were 
paid under an interpretation ofa section of 
the Statutes that had been overruled by 
Assistant Secretary Busey. The Busey de- 
cision was given last September and for some 
reason was not published. In March, 1876, 
Solicitor - General Phillips rendered an 
opinion which has since allowed last sick- 
ness and burial’’ expenses in all cases where 
the deceased was a dependent veteran, 
minor chiliren, grandchildren or dependent 
parents. The decision of Assistant Busey 
wasthatthe only persons who should re- 
ceive the last sickness and burial’’ pen- 
sions were the soldiers themselves, and not 
their dependents. The amount pald out un. 
der the Phillips decision to dependent rela- 
tives not entitled to pensions is placed at 
$2,000, 000. 


OFFICIAL SOFT SOAP. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 25.—The cor- 
respondence on the subject of Chinese exclu- 
sion, showing the views of the Administra- 
tion, has just been published by the State 
Department. The correspondence was the 
result of the repeated protests of the Chinese 
Minister. In a communication signed by 
Acting Secretary Wharton last December, 
the statement is made that the Scott law was 
brought about the failure to 
complete the treaty signed in Washington 
in 1884. The failure of China to ratify 
the treaty caused a prejudicial influence on 
the sentiment of Americans, The commun 
cation then reviews at full length the claims 
of China and Ina most delicate way says the 
attitude of China bad been obstinate and un- 
reasonable. It concludes with tue expres- 
sion of hope that a better understanding 
would be reached between the two Govern- 
ments. 


AMBASSADORS TO THE UNITED STATES. 
Panis, March 25.—President Carnot has 
signed a decree raising the French legation 
at Washington to the rank of an embassy and 
a bill making the necessary provision to

MANAGER ASHLEY'S STATEMENT. 
ToLeDo, O., March 25.—General Manager 
Ashley of the Toledo, Ann Arbor & North 
Michigan road has given out a statement in

Locomotive Brotherhood. The manager 
scores Arthur and the brotherhood and gives 
the rallroad’s side of the controversy. He 
says that the wages patd the engineers 
were higher than on any road in Mich- 
igah, excepting the Michigan Central, and 
that the work was of a more desirable kind. 
The passenger engineers, he says, earned all 
the way from $1,200 to $1,400 per year, while 
the freight men recelved rom $100 to $140 per 
month. The claim is made that the company 
has between 1,100 and 1,200 applications trom 
men willing to work for these prices, but 
cannot on account of the boy- 
cott and intimidation 

erhood, Discussing the legal issues 
involved Manager Ashley says the company 
has always conceded the right of the mento 
quit at any time when their leaving did not 
endanger lives or property. In conclusion 
he attacks the Brotherhood in strong lan- 
guage and charges the strikers with lawless- 
ness ofall kinds. Hig statement closes with 
the sarcastic observation, ‘‘yet Mr. Arthur 
continues to advertise himseif as a law- 
abiding citizen.’’

A CARRIAGE AND WAGON-MAKERS’ STRIKE, 

Boston, March 2.—The Carriage and 
Wagon Manufacturers’ Association of Boston 
at a meeting last night decided to resist the 
demand of the Carriage-workers’. Union for 
a nine hour day and eight hours on Satur- 


day, with ten hours’ pay. The piece work- 
ers also demand 10 per cent increase in 
wages. In consequence of this aetion a gen- 
eral strike will be inaugurated Monday. 


THE SHERMAN MONUMENT FUND. 


Collectors Who gave Neglected to Make 
Returns. 


About two years ago the Jaudable and pa- 
triotic project of getting upa fund to erect 
an equestrian statue of Gen. Sherman was 
set a-foot by a numberof prominent citizens, 
aided by the city officials. The statue was to 
be of herote size and was to be pia cod on the 
front of the balustrade up to the maln on- 
trance of the new City Hall. Architect Mann 


modified the plans so that the base 
or pedestal of the statue could be 
built as the hall was being 
erected. It was understood that 
the city should by ordinance appropriate 
$25,000 or one-half the cost, while the rest 
should be made up by popular subscription, 
each individual donation being limited to $1.

Recorder Smythe Irritated by Delay in 
the Buchanan Case. 


PENALTIES AGGREGATING $20,000 4A8-

WILL BE VERY SHORT. 


All the Evidence Froves That Illincis 
Wheat Has Been Injured. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., March 25.—The State De- 
partment of Agriculture is still without re- 
ports regarding the condition of winter 
wheat, but from statements made by farmer 
members of the Legisiature and others who 
come to the Capitol from all parts of the 
State, there seems to be no longer reason to 
doubt that the crop will be very short. The 


ice that covered the earth for so long a 
period during the winter and the hard freeze 
following a thawa week or ten days ago 
have donetheir work, and great areas of 
wheat have been killed outright. Some lo- 
calities report damage only, but thousands 
ofacres will be plowed, up as soon as the 
ground will admit of it and sown in other 
crops. A member of the Legisiature from 
Shelby County, himself an extensive farmer, 
says there is no wueat left in his county; all 
was winter killed. A member from Clark re- 
ports the same condition inthat county, and 
it is believed that throughout the winter 
wheat belt of central Illinois there is little or 
no encouragement to look for any consider- 
able crop. 

Reports from the American bottom are 
very discouraging. Railroad men who pass 
through the wheat belt agree that the out- 
look is very dark. Late rains have been 
beneficial in cases where the crop is not 
absolutely killed, but the most encouraging 
expression is that that sown in wheat is 
Spotted. 


WESTERN KANSAS WHEAT. 

ABILENE, Kan., March 25.—The farmers of 
Western Kansas are becoming alarmed re- 
garding the wheat outlook and with good 
reason. All over the Western and Central 
parts of the State the dry winter with hard 
winds had prevented a healthy growth on 
the part of the plant and has drifted the soit 
so that thousands of acres will have to be 
plowed up and put into spring crops. Few 
fields even approach the condition of a year 
Ago and there must be an unusually favor- 
able spring to give even an average crop. 
Most of the fields in the newer counties were 
sowed without plowing, the grain being 
drilled in on top of the ground which made 
good growth dificult. ‘Lhe fall was unfavor- 
able and sowing in this manner went on untl 
as late as January. The acreage is thus 
large, but the yield will not be satisfactory. 


INDIANA’S CROP INJURED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 25.—There has 
been po material change in the condition of 
the winter wheat throughout Indiana with- 
in the past two weeks except that the warm 
rains have caused the growth to assume a 
healthier look and have showed some parts 
of neids where the stalk was supposed to be 
dead to be stillalive and giving promise of 
growth with the continuance of favorable 
conditions. Where fields are skirted by 
woods and in bottoms wherethe roots have 
not been washed by the hard rains in Febru- 
ond | the stalk is vigorous and healthy, but on 
rolling lands the crop has been badly Injured 
and there is no prospect of improvement, 
the roots aa eing Seem killed by the frost and 
many fields on this account will be plowed 
up and planted in corn or oats. 


THE NAVY PAINT, 


Experiments to Find a Color That Will 
Last and Look Cleen. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—Secretary Herbert 
will soon take up the questionof changing 
the color of warships. The present shade of 
white of the vessels of the United States 
Navy is found to be doubly as expensive as 
the former black. It is difficult to keep the 
hulls in a cleanly appearance, and the shade 
is not considered sufficiently deceptive, day 
or night, toeludetheeye. It is understood 
that the paint experts will recommend a re- 
turn to black, and that alter the review, 
should any of the vessels ba repainted, the 
hulls may come from the dock bearing the 
old-time color.

Nothing has yet been found which entirely 
meets the requirements of the department.

Carcaco, l., March 25.—The threatened 
strike of the carpenters here cast its shadow 
injthe court to-day, when the Carpenters’ 
Union of Chicago filed a bill for an injunction 
ih the Superior Court to restrainthe United 
Carpenters’ Council, composed of the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners, the 
Knights of Labor Carpenteres and the Amal- 
gamated Carpenters, from interfering with 
the members of the complaining unions. 

The Carpenters’ Union is composed of se- 
ceding members ofthe other unions and is 
organiged under the same laws and rules. It 
isnota member of the United Carpenters’ 
Council, The union wants to join as a boay, 
but its members say they win not be taken 
in as a union, but to join they 
must disband and come in as 
members of the organizations now compos- 
ing the council. This they refuse to do, and 
gay it is a scheme ofthe other carpenters to 
maintain their controlof the council. The re- 
sult they complain of is that the council now 
harrasses them and forces their members 
outofemployment with the object of break- 
ing up their union. The members of the 
union say that a strike islikely tobe de- 
clared April38,and they want tobe secure 
from the arrogance that will probably be 
consequent upon it. They will not take the 
place of the strikers, but they want to retain 
the places they now hold. 


HARD ON THE UNIONS. 


JUDGE BILLINGS* SWEEPING DECISION AGAINST 
LABOR COMBINATIONS. 

NEw ORLEANS, La., March 25.—Judge Bil- 
lings in the United States Court to-day ren- 
Gered a decision in the suit of the 
Government against the Amalgamated 
Council and the officers ot the 


various labor organizations whign ordered 
the general strike in November last. An in- 
junction against the organizstion was asked 
forunder the act of Congress prohibiting 
combinations tn restraint of trade. 

In an elaborate opinion the court sets aside 
every claimofthe defendants and declares 
thattheacts of the Amalgamated Council 
and the officers ofthe unton were unlawful 
in ordering a general strike, and that the 
merchants are entitled to injunctions and 
other relief. 

The decision discusses fully the rights of 
labor unions and is far-reaching inits effects. 
As a result of the decision criminal prosecu- 
tion against the defendants would probably 
lie, but itis not yet known whether the 
United States authorities will proceed fur- 
ther against the alleged labor leaders.

How They Behave Themasives in Battle: 
Absolutely Destitute of Fear. 


I think it was at the battle or El Teb I first 
made the acquaintance of the Mahdist Der- 
vishes, says a correspondent of the London 
Telegraph. The Fuzzy Wuzzy Hadendowan 
tribesman isthe bravest of the brave, but 


the Dervish is heroism run crazy. These so- 


called holy beggars,’’ self-sworn to devote 
themselves tothe prophet’s cause, came at 
Gen. Graham's square of marines, Highland- 
men, and stout linesmen as if we 


had been children to be frightened b 
a cry. Clad in their patchwork rags, wit 
shaved bare heads, many armed witn no 
better weapon than sticks, they charged full 
in front of the fire-walled square. Down 
they went by scores and hundreds, but oth- 
ers quickly took upthe running toward us. 
I saw them that day—more than one of them 
—pierced through and throagh with Martini- 
Henry bullet wounds, come fiercely . 
like drunken men, their teeth gleaming an 
eyesafiame with hatred. Happy were they 
ifthey could but cross weapons with our 
bayonets. When exhausted nature failed: 
them their last act was aor f 
to hurl the weapon they carried, 
stick, lance or sword, towards our ranks, 
and shout an Arab imprecation against us 
**Nosrani!’’ (Nagarine). An old, gray-hatre 
sheik actually charged the square reading 
the Koran aloud, which he held in his hands. 
Later on, when Sir Herbert (then Col.) 8tew- 
artchargedthe worsted Arab footmen with 
his two regiments of cavalry, their mounted 
dervishes faced his whole force and bold! 
charged them inreturn. Again, in Tamaf, 
when the Arabs broke into Gen. Davis 
Square, where! was, and com porary cap- 
tured our six machine guns, on which they 
danced in fiendish glee, the Dervishes were 
inthe forefront of the attack. 

A big marine who had bayoneted one of 
them found his rine caught and clutched by 
the frantic savage, who strove to reach his 
foeman with his sword. It was at the mo- 
ment we were driven back, and while the 
marine tugged and swore to get his weapon 
free the reeling dervish essayed with his 
parting strength to slay or wound our Tommy 
„Atkins. Inthe desperate battle of Abu Klea 
similar scenes occurred. I state it as a fact 
that during the melee in which Col. Barnaby 
fell a dervish who had struck that officer 
and was promptly bayoneted through 
the back twisted about while the steel 
was protruding and tried to thrust his 
lance into the soldier. Even the crippled 
and wounded dervishes on the field of battle 
lay in wait to stab the chance passing enemy. 
Askedto ‘‘surrender’’ and put down thelr 
swords and spears, the invariable answer of 
the sorely stricken dervish was ‘‘Christian 
(or infidel) dogs, never? WhenIsaw them 
last in the Soudan, a few years ago, there was 
no abatement of their bloodthirsty ferocity, 
nor show of hesitation, whether they num- 
bered few or many, of a longing to getto 
close quarters with their enemy, 


FROZEN PIPES. 


How to Thaw Out Surface Conduits to 
Prevent Freezing. 


The Builders’ Gazette recommends as an easy 
and cheap method of preventing pipes that 
are on or near the surface of the ground from 
freezing to cover them first with a thin layer 
ofsawdust, spent tan bark or any kind of 
litter. Next a layer of quicklime in lumps 
the sizeof a hen’s egg up to thesizeofa 
large orange, and over this place another 
thick litter to retain the warmth, The theory 


of this is that the eradual slaking of the lime 
willl develop sufficient heat to pre- 
vent freezing of the pipe. A 
covering of this sort if properly 
protected, will prevent a pipe from freezing 
during an entire winter, the heat from the 
slaking lime being given off slowly. Pipes 
that have been frozen can be quickly thawed 
by covering them witha layer of quicklime 
in lumps and slaking it by pouring on water. 
The object of the layer of litter next to the 
pipe is to prevent corrosion by contact with 
the lime. 

Pipes exposed may be prevented from 
bursting in freezing by a very simple device. 
Water, like everything else, contracts in yol- 
ume, slightly, by cold toa certain point—the 
freezing point. Unlike everything 
water, as it freezes, suddenly €xpands with 
a force nothing can resist. Pipes and ves- 
sels of the toughest metals burst as easily as 
clay pipes from the freezing of water so con- 
fined in them as to permit noroom for its ex- 
pansion, If a short plece of rubber hose, 
securely tied at each end so as to prevent the 
air in it from escaping, is inserted inside the 
water pipe, about the point where it is most 
likely to freeze, it will prevent the. bursting 
ofthe pipe. The expansion of the freezing 
water is counteracted by the compression of 
the air confined inthe rubber hose and thus 
relieves the pressure on the pipe.

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Robert J. Walker, saloon -keeper at Seventh 
and Morgan streets, is confined in the Third 
District Police Station to-day awaiting an 
investigation by the police as to whether he 
shot Jacob Goodfiesh of 1408 North Tenth street 
intentionally or by accident. Geodfiesh in 
the meantime lies in the City Hospital at the 
point ot death. The case is a perplexing one 
and at best can only show that the shooting 
was the result of Walker's criminal careless- 
ness in handiing a revolver. 

The wounded man ts a carpenter, em- 
ployed atthe Mullanphy Planing Mills. He 
was in the habit of visiting Ruskaup & Bros.’ 
saloon at 116 Cass avenue in the 
evening after working hours, and 
last hight went there and stood 
talking with Frank Ruskaup, who was 
behind the bar when Walker and another 
men entered. Walker was under the influ- 
ence of Nquor, and though he was not ac- 
quainted with Goodfiesh, asked him to have 
a drinx.

UNFAIR REVISION METHODS. 


Not only in the method of doing the work 
but also in the manner of notifying those 
whose names are struck from the lists is 
the present system of revising the registra · 
tion open to criticism. The law provides 
that the names struck off by the Board of 
Revision shall be published in a 
newspaper, where the victims may 
or may not see them. Usually the 
newspaper which contracts to do this 
sort of publication is an obscure 
sheet with a small circulation, but this 
merely emphasizes the folly of the method 
for if the circulation was the largest and if 
the list were published in every newspaper 
in the city the fact that every voter would 
have to read every name appearing in such 
publication in order to be sure that he was 
not disfranchised stamps the method at 
once as impractical, unjust and unbusi- 
nesslike. 

How many citizens are there who, secure 
in the knowledge of the right to vote and 
of their proper registration, think to read 
the list of rejected names? What fairness 
is there to compel all voters to run the risk 
of not being notified that they have been 
wrongfully deprived ofa right by official 
The publication method is 
citizens and favors fraud 
and partisan sharp practice in dis- 
franchising legal voters. It gives 
opportunities for gross wrongs and occa- 
sions wrangles and protests which dis- 
credit the whole system of revision. 

The only method of notification which 
meets the requirements of the case is the 
direct method. Citizens who are threat- 
ened with disfranchisement are entitled to 
direct and certain officiM information of 
such action, sothat they may be heard 
and have some opportunity to pre- 
vent any wrongful attempt to deprive 
them of the privilege of voting. They are 
clearly entitled to this direct notification 
in ample time to defend their rights if un- 
justly assailed. It would be asimple and 
cheap matter for the Board of Revision to 
have notices sent direct to citizens who are 
reported as improperly registered or other- 
wise ineligible to vote , with a request to 
show cause why they should not be dis- 
franchised. 

Fully as important as guarding the bal- 
lot-box against illegal and fraudulent 
voters is the guarding of the rights of those 
entitled to vote. Under the present crude 
and impractical methods of revision 
neither seems to be effectively done.

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GIVE HIM A SEAT ON THE FLOOR. 


In modern conditions it is almost im- 
possible for a body of men like the Munic- 
ipal Assembly to grant franchises intelli- 
gently, not to say honestly, without con- 
siderable advice and assistance from 
technical engineering and electrical ex- 
perts. This was well illustrated during 
the debate on the Bell Telephone subway 
ordinance, when members of the Council 
pleaded ignorance of these matters and 
held that they were therefore obliged to 
rely upon the information vouchsafed by 
representatives of the company, 

Technical testimony, however, may be 
ex parte, incomplete or biased. In order 
to bring out the whole truth the city 
should be able to command the services 
of experts competent to at least criticise 
the statements made in behalf of private 
companies seeking public privileges, 

This might be accemplished by giving 
the President of the Board of Public Im- 
provements a seat on the floor of the Coun- 
cil, there to take part in debate like the 
Comptroller and be ready to publicly expose 
the falsity or confirm the truth of inter- 
ested pleas, In the case of the Comptroller 
this is expressly provided for in the char- 
ter, and although no specific provision is 
made with reference to other officers it 
seems to follow from art. 4, sec. 42, of the 
charter that an ordinance would be suffi- 
cient for the purpose. This reads as fol- 
lows: The Municipal Assembly shall pro- 
vide by ordinance such additiona] duties 
and requirements from the Board of Public 
Improvements and its several members as 
it may deem necessary, and for the ap- 
pointment by them of such assistants as 
the demands of the several departments 
may require. 

Had the President of the board been 
present while the telephone and similar 
ordinances were pending, the debate 
would have been a technical discussion, 
The claims and assertions of the compa- 
nies might have been thoroughly over- 
hauled and materia] information brought 
out.

THE FAIR AND THE FAIR. 

To the masculine mind there is some- 
thing alarming in the prominence acquired 
by the feminine class at the World’s Fair.

Only 
Spain, Russia, Turkey anda few other 
countries sem to have escaped the great 
feminine wave. 

With the start which the sex will get 
through the Fair, there can be no estimat- 
ing what it may accomplish. But, if man 
is in the way, he must be pre- 
pared to move on. The time may 
be near when his services will no longer 
be required beyond what he can do in ag- 
riculture or in certain manufacturing 
lines which may not be to the taste of the 
all-pervading ladies. Let him, mean- 
while, watch the course of events and be

Every individual has a natural 
right to all he produces but being robbed of 
the fruits of his labor under the guise of 
taxation involuntary poverty of the masses 
isthe result.

AN HISTORIC ROCK WHICH RISES FROM 


THE SEA OFF THE IRISH COAST. 


Special Correspondence PosT-DIsPATCH. 7 
\. DUBLIN, March 14.—I wonder how many 
Americans ever visited the famous Skelligs 
of the Southwest coast of Ireland? They are 
the most southwesterly extensions of Ire- 
land; are three in number; and lie in a direct 
line southwest of Port Magee. The first, and 
the least, is called Lemon Rock. It isa 
round, solid mass rising only a few feet above 
the water. The second and next larger is 
called Little, or Lesser, Skeliig, aud is a 
craggy grouping of rocky pinnacles, stand- 
ing grim and black against the sky; as 
though some city of churches with wondrous 
steeples had been submerged, rearing above 
the waves their mighty Gothic spires, among 
which millions of sea-birds had found ‘their 
desolate homes. 

The third, the Great Skellig, is precisely 
nine miles at sea from Port Magee. It is an 
enormous and precipitous mass ot rock rising 
perpendicularly at nearly all angles to the 
height of several hundred feet, and from 
thence pushing skyward stupendous, irregu · 
lar groups, terminating in two lofty pinna- 
cles, the highest of which reaches an altitude 
of 710 feet. It is said thatthe ocean soundings 
around it are far deeper than those in any 
part of the English Channel; and at no other 
point upon the whole Atlantic are witnessed 
such awful battles between wave and stone. 
The base of the only light-house now in use 
upon Great Skellig stands upon a leveled 
rock, 140 feet above the sea, andthe roof of 
this lofty structure was a few years ago 
crushed in and partly carried away by the 
assaults of the waves, which must have been 
lifted upwards of 180 feet above the sea-level 
to have been dashed upon it! 

A determination to land upon and scale 
Great Skellig rock is more easily formed than 
is the project performed; for certain de- 
struction attends attempted landing, save 
when old ocean may be caught napping and 
for a few hours quite atrest. Every day for 
nearly a week, with a Kerry fisherman 
friend, Iarose before day and tramped to 
the cliffs below Port Magee for forecast of 
wind, weather and sea, At last a propitious 
day came. With my friend and three of his 
hardy companions we set forth in a strong 
open boat with the outgoing tide from the 
tiny pier of the port, and without stroke of 
oar were soon sweeping through the southern 
entrance of the harbor of Valentia. 

The sea was perfectly calm as we left the 
channel, save where imperceptible distant 
swells, massing upon the half-hidden ledge 
that protects the harbor entrance, flung glit- 
tering spume and spray landward behind us. 
Over tothe west, Bray Head rose precipi- 
tously 1,000 feet out of the water. Beyond 
this, innumerable fishers’ sails blended like a 
huge oncoming surge at the edge of the hori- 
ron. To the left, grim head:ands stretched 
away in dark projections to far Bolus Head; 
and the long, regular stroke of the oarsmen 
soon sped us past Puffin Island. In an hour 
anda half we were alongside Lemon Island, 
lying like some sleeping half-hidden monster 
to our right; and in two hours’ time we had 
come abreast of Little Skellig. 

Here we were favored with a character- 
istic sight. The island is the only one off 
the Irish coast where the puffin haunts and 
breeds in countless numbers, Taking ad- 
vantage of the placid sea, perhaps three 
score coastwise folk were here seeking these 
fowls within the fissures and clefts of the 
crags. Many aerial battles between men 
slung with ropes from dangerous heights and 
the birds they were mercilessly seeking, 
were seen in progress as we passed. 
egas and flesh of the puffin are eaten; their 
feathers are dried and sold; anda trifling 
trafic is carried on in pickled, or cured, 
puffins, which are exchanged for potatoes 
and meal with the country folk of the Ive- 
ragh wilds. 

At last the Great Skellic was reached and 
we madea landing without difficulty at the 
only spot upon wich foot can beset from the 
sea. I begged the boatmen to climb the 
crags with me, but they shook their heads 
gravely and refused. The reason for this, as 
related by my fisher friend who consented to 
accompany me, was on accountof certain 
portentous superstitions the peasantry and 
fishermen tenaciously hold regarding the 
spot. The only human beings now livin 
upon Great Skellig are those having charge o 
the light-house, . 4 - 

But more than 1,000 years ago, hundreds, if 
not thousands, passed their lives in religious 
Cevotions upon this wild sea-mountain; for 
this place was then the st. Michael's Mount 
of Ireland. Its history was luminous even 
in the earliest days of Christianity in Erin, 
A majestic monastery once stood in the little 
valley between the two lofty peaks of the 
island. From the single landing place, 620 


led tothe monastery, the great cashel, the 
oratories, the stone cells, the ancient burial 
place, and many unrecorded structures 
which the incalculable toil and zealous con- 


secration of a remote age grouped within 


this sacred spot. Easily traced remains of 
nearly all these structureg still exist; and 
fragments of gigantic crosses here and there 
push through the strange debris, whose con- 
templation cannot but send a thrill through 
the least impressive heart. 

Far, farabove this tens of thousands of 
pligrims in the intervening centuries have 
climbed. Nearthetopof the highest pinna- 
cle one must squeeze through a narrow ori- 
fice called the Needle’s Eye, in order to fol- 
low their olden painful way. Just beyond 
this is a narrow ridge or saddije of solid rock. 
One must get astride this and work along 
with legs and hands until an ascending 
shelving rock is reached. The danger here 
is terrible. One false movement, and you are 
plunged headlong into the sea from either 
side. From this to the highest point any 
fairly sure-footed man may pass securely to 
the slender-yard- wide su it, along which 
are found rudely sculptbed crbdsses or 
stations. 

I have been in some eerle spots in my 
travel, but never before have I stood where 
such sense of sublimity mingled with awe- 
inspiring insecurity me. On three 
sides you look down a black, straight line of 
over 700 feet into the ocean.

STILL UNDECIDED. 


The Nominations Include the Crack 
8-Year-O!lds of the Country—The Liv- 
erpool St-eplechase— Track and Stable 
Gossip-—Cycling Chat—The Oar—Fas» 
Ball—General Sporting News. 


Not much has been heard lately about the 
Chicago Garfield Derbyas oneof the great 
racing features of the West this year, and 
yet it is probably as much a fixture as the big 
American Derby, the St. Louis Club Members’ 
Handicap or the . Hawthorne Derby. 
The entries to the event were published a 
year ago, and, being a stake, it will have to 
be run—if not on one track then on another. 
It will be worth $20,000 to the winner and will 
rankas oneof the greatraces of the year. 
The entry list embraces a large proportion of 
the crack 3-year-olds, including some of the 
English colts, and it is altogether likely 
that the race will be one of the great equine 
events of the year in the West, as it was 
last season. The Garfield manage ment is 
stilllying low as to its intentions. There 
are conflicting opinions as to the effect Carter 
Harrison’s election as Mayor of Chicago 
would have on the future ofthe track; some 
allege that his success would mean that Gir- 
Meld should run all summer, but others main- 
tain that Harrison has committed himself to 
restricting the race-courses and that he would 
vlliow Garfield to remain open only a certain 
number of days. There is no provision in the 
conditions of the Garfield Derby for the date 
on which the event is to be run, and that 
can, therefore, be adjusted to suit the con- 
venience ofthe management. Hawthorne’s 
spring Meeting begins May 16 and continues 


up to the opening of Washington Park. The 
Garfield Derby therefore will have to become 
a midsummer event unless there is to be an- 
other war between Hawthorne and Garfield. 
Racing men are hoping that no such war 
will be reneweg, and they are encouraged at 
the apparent friendship between Messrs.

Insuficiently checked claims, or any the 
passing of which would be prejudicial to the 
sport, are rejected, while properly authen 
ticated periormances go down upon the 
books as records. The only official 
recognition takes the form of a certifi- 
cate setting forth the details of the perform- 
ance, and a record ofthese records is pub- 
lished annually inthe ‘‘Cyclist Year Book.’’

Accident on IIlinots Central. 


Cool-headedness and quickness of thought 
were the means ofaverting a frightful acct- 
dent onthe Illinois Central road Thursdsy 
evening. As the fast mall, No. 2, from Chi- 


cago bound for St. Louis was flying along at 
the rate of fifty miles an hour, on a down 
grade, about three miles north of Alma, the 
rear wheels of the locomotive left the track, 
The entire truck was wrenched around until 
the wheels were being dragged Over the ties 
sidewise. Witb rare presence of mind, En- 
gineer H. Roberts put on the air brakes, 
without reversing, and allowedthe train to 
come toa gradual stop after covering about 
1,500 yards from the point of departure from 
thetrack. Had he attempted, by a sudden 
reversing of the engine, to come to 
an abrupt stop the result would 
have been appalling,as the sudden jar would 
most assuredly have thrown the entire train 
down the tifteen-foot embankment, involv- 
ing injury and probably death to several of 
the passengers.
